You mav want to consider a divisional patent 
application to cover claim 21 as a species, plus a generic 
claim to cover tms type~”of compound which is highly reactive 
under pyrolysis conditions (Examples II and VIII). 

Whatever the outcome of the present examination, the parent 
U.S. 4,473,085 provides excellent coverage for smoking 
compositions containing a flavorant additive of the type in 
question as generically defined.
